The Loss of Property Foots up $75,- 
000. 
This city was v isted by the most 
serious fire that it has known for 
y ears this morning, and as a result 
part of the business portion of the j 
city lies a blackened mass of ruins to- j 
day . At 3:15 the fire boll gav e the 
alarm which was responded to by the 
department, the tiro at that time be­ 
ing located in the barn in the rear of ¡' 
the Commercial Hotel, and had gained 
some headway . The alarm was sent 
in to the pump boose from the First 
ward hose house and at first a good 
stream of wator was obtained, but for 
only a few moments, and in the mean­ 
time the fire had spread to all ¡tarts 
of the large barn and was menacing 
the hotel propeity , with a strong wind 
blowing from the north and the north­ 
west. Water was again obtained but 
a breakdown occurred at the pump- 
house, and for some time there was 
no water at all. A messenger was 
dispatched to the house of Jas. Mc­ 
Donough. the engineer in charge, and 
after he arriv ed and took charge of 
the pumps there was no trouble, but 
the mischief had been accomplished 
in the meantime. The tire had spread 
to the hotel and that large building 
was soon env eloped in flames which 
no earthly power coaid sabdae, the 
wind carry ing the cinders and sparks 
into the air and making the heat 
almost unbearable any where within a 
block of the burning building. The 
buildings adjoining the hotel on the 
south, being the old Peter Mertz 
building, the old city lock-up, and a 
building owned by G. W. Holland, 
formerly occupied by a second hand 
store, were soon ablaze, and in turn 
fired the elegant new Catholic parson­ 
age, which had but recently been 
completed, and the Catholic church. 
In the meantime the flames were 
working eastward, and bad crossed 
Fifth street and ignited the Gardner 
building on the corner, occupied by 
A E. Veon, jeweler, anti H. Rosen- 
berg, cigar maker. About this time 
water came to the assistance of the 
firemen and they worked with a will, 
which sav ed the business portion of 
the city from almost total destruction. 
The tire was checked on Laurel street 
after it had licked up the fiv e build­ 
ings belonging to Geo. Gardner. 
Wet blankets on the roof of the Orth 
building on the north side of the 
street sav ed that from burning. Ev ery ­ 
thing was bnmedon Fifth street south 
to Maple, the wind fav oring the fire­ 
men at this point. In the block 
where the Commercial stood bat one 
building remains nntoucbed by the 
fire fiend. 
It is quite generally conceded that 
the fire was of incendiary origin, as it 
was fir*t discov ered in the stable of 
the large barn, a place it would seem 
almost impossible at that time of night 
for a fire to start unless intentional, as 
the barn was closed. 
The firemen 
could easily hav e stopped the further 
destruction of property if the water 
pressure had been on when they ar­ 
riv ed, but the unfortunate occurrence 
at the pump house, which alway s 
seems to happen when water is most 
needed, resulted in the destruction of 
nearly $75,000 worth of property . 
The lews to the city and to the in­ 
div iduals is a sev ere one. 
The Commercial Hotel which was 
destroy ed was one of the old land­ 
marks m this city , hav ing been built 
by the Lelands some nineteen y ears 
ago.

The total loss on buildings and 
stock foots up nearly $72,000 with an 
insurance of about $22,000. 
The fire department deserv es great 
credit for their effectiv e work. If they 
had had water thr blaze would hav e 
been nipped in the bud. 
I. V. White mov ed the greater part 
of his sportiug goods to a place of 
safety as a precaution.

:- For ten y ears I

It 
is safe to say that if Mr. Wilson ont 
wearies the towns in this litigation it 
will nearly bankrupt them and the 
whole of it will be chiefly due to his 
action in the legislature and his elec­ 
tion to congress. 
If, as a public 
legislator, he lay s himself out to ruin 
a couple of township« in the interests 
of his railway corporation, what would 
he not be likely to do if he were gov er­ 
nor of the state?

A SERIOUS FIRE. 


Brainerd is Visited by the Worst 
Confla&ra io I Ste I a Known 
for Years. 


The Loss of Property Foots up $75,- 
000. 
This city was visted by the most 
serious fire that it has known for 
years this morning, and as a result 
part of the business portion of the 
city lies a blackened mass of ruins to­ 
day. At 3:15 the fire bell gave the 
alarm which was responded to by the 
department, the firo at that time be­ 
ing located in the barn in the rear of 
the Commercial Hotel, and bad gained 
some headway. The alarm was sent 
in to the pump house from the First 
ward hose house and at first a good 
stream of water was obtained, but for 
only a few moments, and in the mean­ 
time the lire had spread to all parts 
of the large barn and was menacing 
the hotel propel ty, with a strong wind 
blowing from the north and the north­ 
west Water was again obtained but 
a breakdown occurred at the pump- 
house, and for some time there was 
no water at all. A messenger was 
dispatched to the house of Jas. Mc­ 
Donough. the engineer in charge, and 
after he arrived and took charge of 
the pumps there was no trouble, but 
the mischief had been accomplished 
in the meantime. The fire hail spread 
to the hotel and that large building 
was soon enveloped in flames which 
no earthly power could subdue, the 
wind carrying the cinders and sparks 
into the air and making the heat 
almost unbearable anywhere within a 
block of the burning building. The 
buildings adjoining the hotel on the 
south, being the old Peter Mertz 
building, the old city lock-up, and a 
building owned by G. W. Holland, 
formerly occupied by a second-hand 
store, were soon ablaze, and in turn 
fired the elegant new Catholic parson­ 
age, which had but recently been 
completed, and the Catholic church. 
In the meantime the flames were 
working eastward, and bad crossed 
Fifth street and ignited the Gardner 
building on the corner, occupied by 
A. E. Veon, jeweler, and H. Rosen­ 
berg, cigar maker. 
About this time 
water came to the assistance of the 
firemen and they worked with a will, 
which saved the business portion of 
the city fiom almost total destruction. 
The fire was checked on Laurel street 
after it had licked up the five build­ 
ings belonging 
to Geo. Gardner. 
Wet blankets on the roof of the Orth 
building on the north side of the 
street saved that from burning. Every­ 
thing was burned on Fifth street south 
to Maple, the wind favoring the fire­ 
men at this point. In the block 
where the Commercial stood but one 
building remains untouched by the 
fire fiend. 
It is quite generally conceded that 
the fire was of incendiary origin, as it 
was Aret discovered in the stable of 
the large barn, a place it would seem 
almost impossible at that time of night 
for a fire to start unless intentional, as 
the barn was closed. 
The firemen 
could easily have stopped the further 
destruction of property if the water 
pressure had been on when they ar­ 
rived, but the unfortunate occurrence 
at the pump house, which always 
seems to happen when water is most 
needed, resulted in the destruction of 
nearly $75,000 worth of property. 
The loss to the city and to the in­ 
dividuals is a severe one. 
The Commercial Hotel which was 
destroyed was one of the old land­ 
marks in this city, having been bnilt 
by the Lelands some nineteen years 
ago.

Jerome Kelleher lost a fine horse 
which was also burned in the barn 
where the fire originated. 
Charlie Kinkele lost all his house­ 
hold goods, a fine new piano and the 
entire clothing of the family. 
A. E. Veon’s loss is a heavy one to 
him as he had no insurance. Nearly 
all his goods in the show cases were 
saved, but he fears that the valuable 
part of his stock, which was in the 
safe, is rained. He is located for the 
present in the rooms in front of Lynch 
& Gallup’s undertaking rooms on 7th 
street. 
Geo. Gardner will open up in his 
old 
stand aa 
soon as it can be 
gotten in shape by the carpenters. 
The Catholic church will be rebuilt 
immediately, but probably on a new 
site.

This, 
of itself, may or may not signify any­ 
thing, but to me, the fact, that having 
lost his case in the courts, Mr. Wilson 
then had himself elected to the legis­ 
lature, and thus sought to secure 
special legislation whereby the prop­ 
erty, against which the towns could 
alone recover, transfered into other 
hands, that, to me is an act which 
does not appertain to a railroad at­ 
torney, but to a dishonest, treacherous 
legislator, and that is precisely what 
Thos. Wilson did do; what for many 
years I have repeatedly charged him 
with doing, and what I have proven 
him guilty of by no less witnesses 
than Judge Collins, Judge Start, 
Robert Taylor, Esq., Col. E. C. Gearey, 
and the legislative records themselves. 
Four years ago, thanks to the sudden 
democratic wave following Cleveland’s 
election, and the popularity of Dr. 
Ames, on whose ticket he ran, together 
with two other democrats from this 
state, he was elected to congress, and 
now, as I sincerely believe, thanks to 
this election and his two years in 
Washington, where he has had ample 
time to fix things, the people find 
their case, which they had twice to 
win through every court in Minne­ 
sota, safely hung up in the United 
States supreme court. 
The litiga­ 
tion, so far, of course, has been over 
the interest due on the bonds, but 
now the chances are that Mr. W’ilson 
has got them foul until the principal 
matures, when the whole thing may 
lie litigation over again. The case in 
the United States supreme court now 
is only on the question of jurisdiction, 
but after the bonds mature it will 
involve every technicality of-law. It 
is safe to say that if Mr. Wilson out 
wearies the towns in this litigation it 
will nearly bankrupt them and the 
whole of it will be chiefly due to his 
action in the legislature and his elec­ 
tion to congress. 
If, as a public 
legislator, he lays himself out to rain 
a couple of townships in the interests 
of his railway corporation, what would 
he not be likely to do if he were gover­ 
nor of the state?

As tho question of “diversified farming” 
bogan to press itself upon the attention of 
the farmers of the state, thousands of agri­ 
culturists turned their wheat fields into 
grazing pastures and meadows and commen­ 
ced experimenting 
in raising cattle for 
dairy purposes. These progressive armers 
soon found th at their efforts to make this 
desirable tarm o agricultural industry profi­ 
table were handicapped by designing and 
conscienceless men and corporations, who 
were foisting impure, deleterious ami even 
poisonous substances into the market, un­ 
der the name of dairy products. The sub­ 
ject was a t once called to the attention of 
the legislature by the farmers, und orthwith 
party 
proceeded 
to 
create 
tile 
State Dairy 
commission. Tire elaborate 
and useful labors of tins departm ent or tire 
State Government in behalf of tire farmer 
daring the past four years is embodied In 
tho luff and complete reports of the State 
Dairy commissioner and still this institution 
is as yet only in it* infancy. 
As year follows 
j-enr its platform of usefulness to the agri­ 
cultural interests will widen, until it will he­ 
roine a bene action not only to the farmer 
but to the entire people of Minnesota. 
THE LABOR BUREAU. 
Above th* shouting of place-hunting dem 
agogues. who would mislead the working 
men ol the State and carry them into the 
sloughs and morasses of co rn noun Urn and 
socialism, the great party heard the honest 
protest of the real laborers of the state.

of Labor statistics. This departm ent is

Tho Habit of Rapid Work. 
Edward Everett Hale, in an article 
in the Forum, expresses his surprise 
that clergymen should 
spend so 
much time, frequently a week, in com­ 
posing a sermon of not more than 
thirty-five hundred words. 
The average newspaper man, Mr. 
Hale says, writes easily and rapidly. 
He has to do it or get left. He must 
have his information in his head, or 
at hand. He may be required, late 
at night, to write a column about a 
great mnn or a political event, and 
he cannot spend a week thinking the 
matter over. 
The newspaper man, too, knows 
that he will have no chance to revise 
his copy when he sends it late to tile 
compositors, page by page. So he 
writes carefully, and attends to the 
paragraphing and punctuation. 
It will st rike the preacher that this 
is work at high pressure. 
So it is, 
but it becomes a habit. When writ­ 
ers know that they must work in 
this way, they think quickly and 
clearly, and put the right word in the 
right place without the slightest hes­ 
itation. 
The newspaper habit of rapid writ­ 
ing results in fairly good work that 
will compare favorably with the 
more deliberate compositions of the 
preachers 
When a thing must be 
done, that settles it. 
It will not do to sneer at this rap­ 
id writing for the newspapers. 
It 
moves the world, entertains, in­ 
structs and shapes public opinion. 
It gets into histories and other books 
and in many instances is a model of 
style. 
Yet the average newspaper man 
will write 700,000 W’ords of good 
matter in a year, and stick to his 
work without a vacation, while the 
preacher basto take a montli or two 
off every year. 
It is largely a matter of habit. 
I 'n der somewhat similar conditions 
tile preachers would do in one day 
tile work that now stretches out 
through the week, and the proba­ 
bility is that there would be no loss 
in quality and quantity. 
In this 
rapid age we must cultivate the hab­ 
it of rapid thinking and rapid ac­ 
tion.

Instead of listening to preposterous 
schemes of organizing a wheat trust 
against the bread winners of the world, 
the manifest interest of American farm­ 
ers is to crush the Tariff fed combina 
tions and conspiracies for enhancing the 
cost of necessaries which they consume. 
The reader will notice the peculiar 
em;mania winch is placed on the “ cost 
oi the necessaries of life,” which our 
Free-Trade contemporary wishes reduced 
by removing all duties on their importa­ 
tion. 
Of ail articles of human produc­ 
tion aud consumption, the products of 
the farmer, especially breadstuffs, are 
pre-eminently necessaries. No substitute 
exists within our widely separated par­ 
allels of latitude for grain, beef, pork 
tmd dairy products. 
Every blow in­ 
tended to destroy Protection is a stab at 
the well being of farmers more than at 
that of any or all other classes. 
And whence these tears ? 
Why this 
focifetous demand that American farm­ 
ers shall be degraded to the level of the 
Egyptian fellah, the Hindustan ryot or 
the Chinese coolie ?

ing our present policy, we shall all be 
paupers oui selves.”

8, page 36, fays: “ D id H enry C k y ever 
deliver a speech o r Horace Greeley w rite 
an editorial more com pletely p rr a d e d

impossible to bear has been removed 
under lite Republican fiscal system until 
now it is $ I. <120,OOO, OOO, aud with the 
pa;,mcut of this vast sum of money toe 
nation has not !>een impoverished.

T h e H abit o f R apid W ork. 
Edward Everett Hale, in an article 
in the Forum, expresses his surprise 
that clergymen should 
spend so 
much time, frequently a week, in com­ 
posing a sermon of not more than 
thirty-five hundred words. 
The average newspaper man, Mr. 
Hale says, writes easily and rapidly j 
He has to do it or get left. He must 
have his information in his head, or 
at hand. He may be required, late ( 
at night, to write a column about a ! 
great man or a political event, and J 
he cannot spend a week thinking the 
matter over. 
The newspaper man, too, knows 
that he will have no chance to revise 
his copy when he sends it late to the ! 
compositors, page by page. So he 
writes carefully, and attends to the 
paragraphing and punctuation. 
It will strike the preacher that this 
is work at high pressure. So it is, 
but it becomes a habit. 
When writ­ 
ers know that they must work in 
this way, they think quickly and 
clearly, and put the right word in the 
right place without the slightest hes­ 
itation. 
The newspaper habit of rapid writ­ 
ing results in fairly good work that 
will compare favorably with 
the 
more deliberate compositions ot the 
preachers. 
When a thing must be 
done, that settles it. 
It will not do to sneer at this rap­ 
id writing for the newspapers. 
It 
moves the world, entertains, in­ 
structs and shapes public opinion. 
It gets into histories and other books 
and in many instances is a model of 
style. 
Vet the average newspaper man 
will write 700,000 words of good 
matter in a year, and stick to his 
work without a vacation, while the 
preacher has to take a month or two 
off every year. 
It is largely a matter of habit. 
Fnder somewhat similar conditions 
the preachers would do in one day 
tite work that now stretches out 
through the week, and the proba­ 
bility is that there would be rto loss 
in quality and quantity. 
In this 
rapid age we must cultivate the hab­ 
it of rapid thinking and rapid ac­ 
tion.
